Mission 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  will  prevent  or  alleviate  child 
abuse  and  neglect  for  the  State  of  Missouri's  children  and 
families  by: 

1)  planning  and  policy  development; 

2)  ensuring  appropriate  funding  of  results-oriented 
programs,  training  programs  for  professionals, 
and  research; 

3)  promoting  public  awareness  and  education;  and 

4)  assisting  in  the  integration  of  statewide 
prevention  efforts. 
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History 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  (CTF)  was  created  by  the  Missouri  General  Assembly  in  1983  as 
a  fund  dedicated  solely  to  support  child  abuse  and  neglect  prevention  programs  through- 
out the  state.  CTF  was  authorized  to  enter  into  contracts  with  public  or  private  agencies, 
schools,  or  qualified  individuals  to  establish  community-based  educational  and  service 
programs  focused  on  preventing  child  abuse  and  neglect.  CTF  was  also  directed  to  facilitate 
information  exchange  between  groups  concerned  with  child  abuse  prevention  programs 
and  to  provide  statewide  public  education  regarding  issues  facing  families  and  children. 

No  state  general  revenue  funds  are  appropriated  to  CTF  for  child  abuse  prevention. 
Funding  is  obtained  from  sales  of  the  special  CTF  license  plate,  dedicated  fees  on  marriage 
licenses  and  vital  records,  voluntary  contributions  designated  on  Missouri  state  income  tax 
returns,  other  voluntary  contributions,  and  interest  income  from  the  Fund.  CTF  also  admin- 
isters the  Community  Based  Child  Abuse  Prevention  (CBCAP)  Federal  Grant. 
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Activities/Special  Initiatives 


CTF  General  Prevention  Grants 

The  CTF  Board  of  Directors  approved  and 
awarded  nearly  $1.1  million  for  Fiscal  Year  2004 
to  52  community-based  organizations  and 
agencies  throughout  Missouri  to  provide 
programs  and  services  that  help  support  families 
to  reduce  the  risk  of  child  abuse  and  neglect. 
During  July  August  and  September  of  2003,  CTF 
hosted  check  presentation  ceremonies  in  Kansas 
City  Springfield,  St.  Louis,  St.  Joseph,  Poplar  Bluff 
and  Moberly  to  recognize  the  grant  recipients  for 
their  ongoing  efforts  in  the  field.  Of  the  52 
projects,  46  or  88%  address  issues  associated  with 
at-risk  parents  and  are  considered  secondary 
prevention  efforts.  Six  projects  or  12%  are 
considered  primary  prevention,  which  are  more 
educational  in  nature  and  geared  to  the 
general  public. 

Based  on  program  annual  reports,  it  is  estimated 
that  in  Fiscal  Year  2004,  19,377  families/adults 
and  23,372  children  were  directly  served  as  a 
result  of  this  funding.  These  numbers  represent 
those  who  participated  in  a  support  group  or 
those  who  received  professional  training,  a  home 
visit,  an  infant  massage  kit,  a  safe  crib,  etc.

Public  Education/Public  Awareness  Campaigns 

Radio  commercials  promoting  the  "Not  Even  for  a 
Minute"  campaign  aired  during  peak  viewing 
times  in  July  and  August  2003.  CTF  also 
continued  to  develop  and  provide  prevention 
literature  about  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome,  safe 
crib/safe  sleep  practices,  positive  parenting,  and 
the  dangers  of  leaving  children  unattended  in 
vehicles.  In  Fiscal  Year  2004,  CTF  honored 
requests  of  approximately  50,000  Shaken  Baby 
Syndrome  brochures,  50,000  Safe  Crib/Safe 
Sleep  brochures,  and  75,000  Not  Even  for  a 
Minute  pamphlets. 

The  distribution  of  SmallTalk,  the  CTF  quarterly 
newsletter,  is  delivered  to  nearly  8,000  subscribers 
per  issue. 

In  November  2003,  CTF  received  $6,000  as  a 
result  of  an  end-ofyear  letter  campaign  in  which 
a  charitable  donation  was  requested  of  supporters. 

CTF  purchased  a  radio  schedule  with  Mizzou 
Sports  to  promote  its  speciality  license  plate 
campaign  during  the  University  of  Missouri- 
Columbia  2003  football  season.  In  addition,  the 
license  plates  were  promoted  via  television  in  the 
Kansas  City  market  during  the  spring  of  2004. 
CTF  also  engaged  in  various  print  media  through- 
out the  course  of  Fiscal  Year  2004. 

Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  Videotapes 

CTF  continues  to  distribute  two  versions  of  the 
"Prevent  Shaken  Baby  Syndrome"  instructional 
videotape  to  prevention  professionals  for  their  use 
in  educating  Missourians  about  the  dangers  of 
shaking  a  baby.  The  parent  videotape  is  used  by  a 
majority  of  the  delivering  hospitals  in  Missouri 
and  incorporated  into  newborn  and  childbirth 
programs.  The  Missouri  Department  of  Health 
and  Senior  Services  Bureau  of  Child  Care  includes 
the  caregiver  video  in  its  Child  Care  Orientation 
Training  for  providers  statewide.  In  addition,  the 
State  Technical  Assistance  Team  (STAT)  uses  the 
videos  during  prevention  training.  Many  other 
state  departments,  CTF  partners  and  organizations 
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throughout  Missouri  continue  to  share  the 
videotapes  with  families  within  their  service  area. 
The  videos  were  created  by  CTF  in  2002  and  were 
initially  produced  using  a  portion  of  the  funds 
donated  to  CTF  in  memory  of  the  late  Governor 
Mel  Carnahan. 


CTF  Website 

The  CTF  website,  www.ctf4kids.org, 
includes  enhancements  that  make 
the  site  attractive,  productive  and 
easily  understood.  The  site 
highlights  grant  recipients  and 
license  plate  partners,  funding 
sources,  CTF  specialty  license 
plate  information,  all  available 
CTF  literature,  special 
events  and  other 
information  regarding  child 
abuse  prevention. 


Kid's  Count  2003  Data  Book 

Production  of  the  Kid's  Count  Data  book  is  a 
collaborative  effort  of  CTF,  Citizen's  for  Missouri's 
Children  and  more  than  30  public  and  private 
organizations  from  across  the  state.  The  project's 
mission  is  to  improve  the  well-being  of  Missouri's 
children  by  heightening  awareness  of  children's 
issues  within  local  communities  and  promoting 
more  effective  responses  to  children's  needs 
throughout  the  state.  The  Annie  E.  Casey 
Foundation  provides  additional  funding  for  the 
project. 

Eat  For  Health  Calendar 

A  calendar  featuring  parenting  tips,  nutrition 
information,  healthy  recipes  and  menu 
suggestions,  and  tips  for  feeding  young  children 
was  produced  in  cooperation  with  the  Missouri 
Association  of  Community  Action,  the  Missouri 
Department  of  Social  Services  -  Division  of 
Family  Services,  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
the  Department  of  Health/Nutrition  Network, 
and  CTF.  The  calendar  is  distributed  to  families 
enrolled  in  Head  Start  and  other  child  care 
programs,  county  family  service  and  health

Home  Visitation  Prevention  Services 

Through  a  special  funding  initiative  with  the 
Missouri  Department  of  Social  Services,  CTF 
awarded  funding  through  a  grant  application 

process  to  Nurses  For  Newborns 
gg|  Foundation  (NFNF)  to 

.B     '  •  provide  essential  home 

visitation  prevention  services 
in  St.  Louis  and  the 
surrounding  area.  These 
services,  provided  by  a 
registered  nurse,  target  parents 
twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
younger  and  parents  exceeding 
this  age  who  are  mentally  and/or 
physically  challenged  or  who  are 
substance  abusers.  In  Fiscal  Year 
2004,  NFNF  served  1,168  families 
through  this  project  that  focused 
on  promoting  effective  parenting 
skills,  prevention  of  repeat  teen  pregnancies, 
increasing  educational  achievement,  increasing 
self-support  and  self-esteem,  promoting  healthy 
birth  outcomes,  and  ensuring  the  safety  and 
overall  well-being  of  children. 

CTF/PAT  Partnership 

At  the  Parents  as  Teachers  National  Center  in  St. 
Louis,  U.S.  Senator  Christopher  Bond  announced 
in  April  2003  that  CTF  and  Parents  as  Teachers 
(PAT)  would  team  up  to  heighten  awareness  of 
Shaken  Baby  Syndrome  (SBS).  Through  this  part- 
nership, early  childhood  professionals  strive  to 
reduce  occurrences  of  SBS  in  Missouri  through  a 
parent  education  and  intervention  program  called 
the  "Never  Shake"  Campaign-SBS  Door  Hanger 
Project.  CTF  created  a  door  hanger  that  highlights 
tips  for  parents  or  caregivers  when  they  become 
frustrated  with  a  crying  baby  or  small  child.  The 
piece  emphasizes  that  "Babies  cry,  so  have  a  plan. " 
PAT,  a  nonprofit  parent  education  organization 
that  serves  100,000  Missouri  families  of  children 
under  age  6  through  their  relationship  with 
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Missouri  school  districts,  serves  as  the  vehicle  to 
reach  all  families  of  very  young  children. 

In  September  2003  the  CTF  executive  director 
visited  the  five  PAT  training  regions  located  in 
Kansas  City,  Columbia,  St.  Louis,  Springfield  and 
Cape  Girardeau  and  distributed  nearly  800 
packets  to  PAT  coordinators.  In  October  2003,  the 
educators  distributed  the  door  hanger  to  their 
constituents  and  shared  other  SBS  prevention 
materials  including  the  CTF  "Prevent  Shaken  Baby 
Syndrome"  videotape  with  their  area  families. 

Recorder  of  Deeds 

In  December  2003,  CTF  reached  out  to  all  the 
Recorder  of  Deeds'  offices  in  Missouri  with  a  letter 
to  express  appreciation  for  their  collection  activity 
that  supports  CTF.  A  pamphlet  containing 
information  about  CTF  was  included  with  the 
mailing  for  the  offices  to  distribute  to  those 
requesting  marriage  certificates. 

Tax  Check-off  Campaign 

First  Lady  Lori  Hauser  Holden  kicked  off  the  CTF 
tax  check-off  campaign  with  a  statewide  news 
release  promoting  the  program.  In  addition,  the 
program  was  highlighted  on  the  CTF  website  and 
in  SmallTalk.  CTF  mailed  a  postcard  to  its 
constituents  as  a  reminder  of  the  tax  check-off 
program  and  designed  a  stuffer,  which 
accompanied  the  February  payroll  checks  sent  to 
64,000  Missouri  state  employees.  The  CTF 
executive  director  engaged  in  radio  interviews  to 
highlight  the  program  in  the  Jefferson  City 
(KMOX),  Columbia  (KFRU),  Moberly  (KRES)  and 
Cape  Girardeau  (KZIM)  coverage  areas.  CTF 
received  $156,372.53  from  Missouri  taxpayers 
as  a  result  of  the  2004  campaign. 

Saint  Louis  Crisis  Nursery  H.U.G.S.  & 
K.I.S.S.E.S.  Award 

In  March,  the  Saint  Louis  Crisis  Nursery  held  its 
annual  Razzle  Dazzle  Ball  2004,  "A  Celebration 
of  Childhood."  The  Crisis  Nursery  chose  the 
Children's  Trust  Fund  as  the  recipient  of  its 
prestigious  2004  H.U.G.S.  <&  K.I.S.S.E.S. 


Organization  of  the  Year  award.  CTF  was  given  the 
award  for  embracing  child  abuse  prevention 
activities  and  for  being  a  consistent  supporter  of 
the  Crisis  Nursery  for  the  last  fifteen  years. 


Child  Abuse  Prevention  Month 

In  April  2004,  Governor  Bob  Holden  presented 
a  proclamation  to  CTF  declaring  April  as  child 
abuse  prevention  month  in  Missouri. 

To  highlight  child  abuse  prevention  month,  CTF 
mailed  two  literature  pieces,  10  Ways  to  be  a 
Great  Parent  and  Keep  Your  Cool  with  Your  Kids, 
to  each  of  its  general  prevention  grantees  to 
share  with  the  families  in  their  particular  service 
area. 

In  addition,  CTF  mailed  a  letter  to  all  the 
Missouri  Department  of  Revenue  Branch  and 
Agent  offices  to  express  gratitude  for  their  work 
related  to  the  sales  and  promotion  of  the  CTF 
specialty  license  plate.  A  list  of  current  license 
plate  partners  and  green  handprint  pins  were 
included  with  the  letter,  which  CTF  encouraged 
the  employees  to  wear  during  April  to  heighten 
awareness  regarding  the  importance  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect  prevention. 

The  Ozark's  Celebrity  Shoot-Out  golf 
tournament  was  held  April  19,  2004  at  the 
Springfield  Golf  &  Country  Club  as  a  fundraiser 
for  CTF  and  the  Foundation  Council  of 
Churches  of  the  Ozarks.  Twenty-three  celebrity 
golfers  teamed  up  with  area  golfers  to  raise 
awareness  and  money  for  various  activities  that 
support  children  and  their  families.  CTF 
received  $10,500  as  a  result  of  this  fundraiser.

CBCAP  funding  is  a  federal  initiative  that 
originates  from  the  Administration  of  Children, 
Youth,  and  Families.  The  Children's  Trust  Fund  is 
the  designated  lead  agency  to  disburse  this 
funding  in  Missouri.  Through  incorporating  a 
lead  agency  concept,  the  goals  of  the  CBCAP 
communities  are  to: 

•  provide  a  seamless  coordination  and 
delivery  of  prevention  and  family  support 
services  to  families  and  their  children; 

•  reduce  the  duplication  of  existing  services; 

•  maximize  the  resources  of  public  and  private 
providers  to  better  serve  the  consumer;  and 

•  ultimately  reduce  the  likelihood  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect  from  occurring. 

It  is  believed  that  if  health  care  and  social  services 
are  coordinated  across  the  continuum,  rather  than 
fragmented,  then  at-risk  parents  or  expectant 
parents  and  their  children  are  more  efficiently 
served,  outcomes  can  be  improved,  and  the  total 
cost  of  providing  services  to  these  families  can 
be  reduced. 

Although  diverse,  each  CBCAP  community 
incorporates  common  values,  philosophies  and 


practices.  These  include  being  strengths-based; 
family  friendly;  culturally  sensitive;  respectful  of 
community  and  family  uniqueness;  inclusive 
through  localized  decision  making;  needs  based 
and  not  symptoms  based;  a  collaborative 
partnership;  focused  on  better  outcomes  for 
children  and  families;  accountable  for 
outcomes  through  a  stringent  evaluation  and 
reporting  process. 

The  CBCAP  grantees  are  responsible  for  leveraging 
community  financial  support  to  ensure 
sustainability.  Certainly,  the  overall  strength  and 
success  of  the  partnership  increases  the  chances 
for  long-term  community  investment,  and  the 
CBCAP  format  provides  that  groundwork. 

CTF  incorporated  the  best  practices  learned  from 
six  original  Missouri  communities  previously 
funded  under  the  Community  Based  Family 
Resource  and  Support  (CBFRS)  Program 
which  include: 

•  Community  collaboration 

•  Standardized  forms 

•  Flex  pool  funding  for  emergency 
family  needs 

•  Develop  partnerships  with  community 
programs  such  as  Parents  Anonymous,  Inc., 
Circle  of  Parents,  Parents  As  Teachers  and 
Head  Start 

•  Incorporate  proven  prevention  models  such 
as  resource  mothers,  safe  crib,  infant 
massage,  home  visitation,  and  family 
development  credentialing 

Over  the  past  year,  the  CBCAP  recipients  have 
worked  diligently  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this 
grant,  incorporate  best  practices,  and  improve  the 
overall  service  delivery  system  for  at-risk  families 
in  their  communities. 
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Discretionary  Grants 

Fiscal  Year  2004  (July  1,  2003  -  June  30,  2004) 

The  Children's  Trust  Fund  allocates  a  certain  portion  of  its  annual  program  budget  to  fund  discretionary 
projects  or  "mini-grants".  Discretionary  funding  is  designed  to  be  responsive  to  low-cost  prevention 
projects  or  needs  identified  by  individual  communities,  organizations  or  agencies.  A  maximum  of 
$5,000  per  grant  award  is  available  for  these  special  prevention  projects.  The  following  organizations 
were  awarded  CTF  discretionary  grants  for  Fiscal  Year  2004:
